Return for 1889-90. For that year the arrears due at its close averaged 291 per cent. ,l0nreBtats - 
of the total amount receivable, while for 1890-91 the percentage increased to 31 9. 

In the following cases there is even n larger growth of arrenr shown : — 

(1.) Renewable Leaseholds (including Fines and other Tenures). 

(2.) Mortgage Account (Converted Leaseholds) Interest. 


I called the attention of the Land Commissioners to these classes of receipts, and 
to the increase of amounts uncollected at the close of the year, but their reply with 
reference thereto did not appear to me of a satisfactory character. In view of the fact 
that the arrears, due from borrowers under the Laud Acts for 1890-91, average only 
3 - 7 per cent, of the total collectible within the year, the relatively larger amounts owing 
in respect of “ Church Temporalities ’’ merits in my opinion special attention.
